l. Stricter law enforcement: 
stricter enforcement of traffic 
laws; better law enforcement. 

2. Cujting down speeding: 
curb speeding; less speed; slow 
them up a bit. 

3. Raising the age limits for 
drivers: raise license age; too 
many young people in accidents; 
raise driver age limits to 20 
or 21.
